1. The reissue oath or declaration filed 06/29/99, is defective 
because it did not include the residence of the signee. The oath 
or declaration did not state that the residence and post office 
addresses are the same or whether they are different- The oath or 
declaration also does not identify each inventor, as is required 
by 37 CFR 1.63(a) (3). The oath or declaration does not positively 
state whether the inventor (s) is a sole or joint inventor of the 
invention as is required by 37 CFR 1.63(b) (1). A 
new/ supplemental oath or declaration is required. 

Claims 1-41 are rejected as being based upon a defective 
reissue oath or declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth 
above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

Claims 1-41 would be allowable over the prior art of record 
if the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251 is overcome.
